The lanfall uſe of the cro(ſe in Beptiſme explained. 

VEe are ſorry that his Maicſties moſt Princely 
care and paines taken in the conference at 
Hampton Court, amongſt many other points, rou- 
ching this one of the crofſe in Baptiſine, hath taken 
no better effe with many; but that ſtill the vſe of ir 
in Bapriſme is ſo greatly ſtucke at and impugned, For 
the further declaration therefore of the true vic of 
this ceremonie, and for the remoouing of all ſuch 
ſcruple.-as might any way trouble the conſciences 
of them who areindeed rightly religious, following 
the royall ſteps of our moſt worthy King, becauſe hee 
therein followeth the rules of the Scriptures, and the 
practiſe of the Primitiue Church : wee doe commend 
roall the true members of the Church of England, 
theſe our direions and obſeruations enſuing. 

Firft, itis ro be obſerued, that alchough the Iewes 
and Ethnickes derided both the Apoſtles and the reſt 
of the Chriſtians for preaching and belecuing in him 
who was crucified vpon the crofle : yer all, both A- 
poſtles and Chriſtians were fo far from being difcou- 
raged from their profeſhon by the ignominie of the 
croſſe , as they rather reioyced and triumphed in it. 

E Yea, 
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Conſtitutionsand : 
Yea, the holy Ghoſt by che mourhes of the Apoſtles 
did konour the name ot the crofle (beeing harcfull a- 
mong the Iewes) fo farre, that vader it, hee compre 
hendednot onely Chriit crucited', but the tfo:ce, ef- 
fets,and merirs of his Death and Paſſio!:,wih all the 
comtorts,ftuits,and promiſes which we recciue or cx- 
pect thereby. 

Secondly, the honour and dignity of the Name 
of the croſſe , begate a reuerend eſtimation cucn in 
the Apoſtles times (tor ought thac is knowen to the 
contrary) of the ſfigne of the crofle + which the 
Chriſtians ſhortly afrer \iced in all their actions, 
thereby making an outward ſhew and profeſſion euen 
to the aſtoniſhment of the Tewes, that they were not 
aſhamed ro acknowledge hum tor their Lord and Sa- 
viour, who dycd for chem vpon the Croſſe, And this 
figne they did not onely vie tbemſclues with a kinde 
of glory, when they met with any Iewes , but figned 
therewith their children when they. were Ctriſtened, 
to dedicate thera by that badge to his ſeruice,, whole 
bencfits beitowed vpon them 15; Baptiſme, the name 
of the Croſle did repreſent. And this vie of the 
ſigne ofthe Crofle in Baptiſme was held in rhe Primi- 
tive Chu'ch, as well by the Greekes as the Larines, 
with one conſent and gruat applauſe, Ar what time, 
it any had oppoſed themſelues againſt it, they would 
ccrtaine'y haue beene cenſured as enemies of the 
name of the croſfe, and co::{equently of Chrifts me- 
rits, the figne whercof they couid no bettcr endure. 
Ti:is continuall and 'generall vic of the figne of the 
croſle, is euident by many teſtimonies of the ancient 


Fathers. 
Third'y, 
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. Thirdly, ir muſt bee confeſſed; rhat in proceſſe of 
time, the ſizn<of the wroflt was prearly:abufed in 
the Church of Rome, elpecia''y atter rhar-corrup- 
tion of Poperie had once pofT-fled ir. Bur the abutc 
of a thing doth not rake away the lawtull vie of ir, 
Nay, ſo tarre wasit from the purpoſe of the Church; 
of Englang, to torfake and reic& the Churches of 
Iraiy, France, Spaine, Germanie, or any frch like 
Churches,in all things which they held and practifed, 
thatasthe Apology ot the: Church of England con- 
tefſerh, it docth with reuerence retaine thoſe cere. 
monies which doe neither cadamage the Church 
of God, nor oftznd themindes of fober men : and 
onely departcd trom them in thoſe particular points, 
wherein they were fallen both from themſclues in 
their ancient integrity, and from the Apoſtolicall 
Churches which were their firft founders. In which 
reſpc&, amongſt ſome other very ancient ceremo- 
nies, the figne of thecroſle in bapriſme hath beene 
retained in this Church , both by the iudgement and 
practiſe of thofe reucrend Fathers and great Diuines, 
in the dayesot King Eaward the fixt, of whom ſome 
conſtantly luffered tor the profeſſion of the tyueth:and 
others being exiled in the time of Queene Afar, did 
atrer their returne in the beginning of the Reigne of 
our late dread Soueraigne, continually defend and vſe 
the lame. This reſolution and practiſe of our Church 
hath beene allowed and approoucd by the{| cenſure vp- 
onthe Communion Booke in King Edward the txt 
his daycs , and by the harmony of confeſſions of lat- 
ter yeeres : becauſe indeede the vſe of this ſigne in 


Baptiſme, was cucr accompanyed heere with fuch 
MR E 2 {uffici- 
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ſufficient cautions and exceptions againſt ali Popiſk 
Superftition and errour, as in the like cafes are cither 
fic or conuenient, 

Firſt, the Church of England ſince the aboliſhing 
of Popery hath euer held and raught, and ſo docth 
hold anJ teach till, that the ſigne of the crofle vicd 
in Bapriſme,is no part of the ſubſtance ot char Sacra- 
ment: For when the Miniſter dipping che Infant in 
Vater, or laying VVater vpoa the face of ic /as the 
manner alſo is)hath pronounced th:ſe words, baptrze 


thee in the name of the Father, and of the Sorne, and of
